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calculations are not altogether correct. It is proba- 
ble that the drain of specie from England will he 
greater and of longer duration than was anticipated 
by the financial writer of the Times. The English 
manufacturers will unquestionably meet with heavv 
losses in the revulsion in the commercial affairs of 
the United States, and the orders from this country 
for two or three years v. ill be greatly reduced. In 
the meantime England will also be deprived almost 
wholly of her Ir:dian market, but site must st.ll 
keep up her supplies. It won't do for her immense 
industrial population to be left idle. She must find 
work for them, and not only work but bread. It is 
true that America is not England's only customer. 
She has a vast home consumption and extensive 
markets for her manufactures in the north of Eu- 
rope, in Italy, Greece, Turkey, and the eastern 
countries, and it is not very probable that the Bank 
of England will be forced to suspend. Her present 
circulation is about £25,000,000, to meet which she 
has a government debt of £11,000,000 and £11,000,- 
000 of specie on hand, together with £3,500.000 of 
other securities. But it is evident that a large and 
loog continued drain of specie from England to the 
United States must now be anticipated. Our in- 
debtedness tj her consists chiefly in stocks which 
can't conveniently 1* called in. They are held for 
investment, and it is not probable that the holders 
will dispose of them at present, but she will require 
from us breadstuff's and provisions and cotton and 
means of transportation for her troops and supplies 
to an amount much larger than our purchases of her 
manufactures, and in the meantime a very large 
amount of the indebtedness to her by our merchants 
will be either suspended or lost. Thus while we 
may rightly anticipate considerable relief and large 
accessions of specie from her, she can't find in anv 
thing on this side of the Atlantic a single rav of 
hope for aid in the crisis in monetary affairs with 
which she is threatened. 
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in Europe.— Speculation has begun 
to be rife as to the effect of the crisis in our moneta- 
ry affairs upon Europe. Upon this point there ap- 
i to »* a very material difference of opinion be- 
the press of the United States and of Eng- 
land. The inflation of prices and mania for specula- 
tion, which were in fact the prime cause of the panic 
which has swept like an all consuming pestilence 
■ country, were not confined to the United 
In England and several of the European 

The 

inflition of prices which prevailed 
here has found a parallel in the markets there, and 
the capitalists, particularly of England and France 
and Austria, have indulged in credit* mobiliers, 
grand railway schemes, and a thousand and one spec- 
n'a'.ive enterpriz»s as visionary and as full of moon- 
sliin» as the great South Sea bub'.ile nearly two cen- 
turies ago. The elements of a crisis, similar to that 
which has now set its poisonous fangs into the very 
vitals of our commerce, exist in Europe. They are 
not yet developed, and when they do mature may 
perhaps not create so great a panic as they have done 
here. There is more eapital in Europe, in proportion 
to the business done, than there is in this coun- 
try, and it will require a much mere severe shock 
than the one we have received to shake Euro- 
pern commerce to its very center, but it is 
nevertheless quite certain that England and 
France and other European countries are altogether 
unprepared for the serious financial crisis with which 
they are threatened. In France this is particularly 
the case. The vast loans that have been forced by 
the new Imperial Government, the recent failure 
of the mammoth credit mobilier, and the tottering 
condition of several of the immense railway enter- 
prizes undertaken by French opeiatore have materi- 
ally weakened public confidence there, and already 
kid the train for a panic which may not be bloodless 
in its terrible consequences. In England, always 
oppressed with the almost incredible magnitude of 
her public debt, and not yet recovered from the stag- 
gering effects of the Crimean war expenditure, the 
existing war in the Indian possessions produces a 
drain upon her resources at the same time that it 
stops to a considerable extent the supplies to her 
manufactories. 

The last advices from Europe were predicated 
upon the supposition that the monetary panic which 
commenced in New York would l>e of short dura- 
tion and would not probably extend over the whole 
country. The London Times of October 13 -ays: 

The fact that notwithstanding several recent large arri- 
vals of gold from Australia the supnly to meet the Conti- 
nental demand has been insufficient to prevent some with- 
drawals from the bank seems to hold out a discouraging 
prospect with regard to the immediate course of the money 
market.

The Eeflcx of the Tide.— The people of Cana- 
da have become very tired of the continual acces- 
sions to their free negro population, and a good many 
of the "fugitives" have become disgusted and tired 
of such freedom as they are permitted to enjoy in 
Canada. The Cleveland Plaindealer states that 
every steam!>oat arriving at that place brings back 
from Canada families of negroes, who have formerly 
fled to the Provinces from the States. They are 
principally from Canada West. They describe the 
life and condition of the blacks in Canada as misera- 
ble in the extreme. The recent action in the Cana- 
dian Parliament indicates that this negro population 
is becoming distasteful and oppressive to the Cana- 
dians. They evidently don't want any more of the 
fugitives among them, and would like to get rid of 
those already there. The bill introduced by Mr. 
Prince, providing for the expulsion of these ne- 
groes from the Provinces, has set the people to 
thinking, and they are about to come to the conclu 
sion that they have been long enough playing sec- 
ond fiddle to the abolition agitators of the United 
States. They want not only to discourage or pre- 
vent the further immigration of this class of sub- 
jects, but show a di-;K)sition to drive out from their 
midst those who are already there. Already these 
misguided darkies are returning in shoals to the 
States. Northern Ohio and Western New York will 
soon be completely overstocked with them and will 
be glad to be rid of them at any price. Should the 
return of the negroes from Canada continue at the 
present rate, a reaction in public sentiment will 
most unquestionably take place upon the l>order, and 
abolitionism will give way to self-protection. The 
people of the North don't really like the negroes 
They would rather not have them there, and when 
Canada drives them out the Northern States will do 
likewi-e and will try to pu<ii them back upon the 
South. Already in many localities of the free 
States the negro population have been subjected to 
restrictions so stringent at almost to amount to a 
prohibition of their residence. If Chatham in Can 
ada and its adjacent settlements vomit forth their 
shoals of escaped slave, upon our Northern border, 
abolitionism will I* dumb, and the return trains of 
the undeground railroad will be crowded with ne- 
groes who will prefer the easy servitude of the 
South to the debased social position and hardships 
and starvation they will be subjected to in the North. 
Abolitionism is a very captivating theory to the peo- 
ple of the North so long as they are totally unac- 
quainted with the evils of a free negro population, 
but, when they are compelled to take the negroes to 
their own bosoms and feed and protect and care for 
them, abolitionism becomes distasteful and disgust- 
ing. This Canadian movement indicates a total 
change in Northern sentiment upon the negro ques- 
tion within a very short period. It is not improba- 
ble that the whole country may ere long be one- 
sided in regard to the slavery question, and that the 
North wffl implore the South to take back her fugi- 
tives from labor. 



What a Day May Bking Fokth.— The New 
York commercial correspondents of house? in this 
city, writing thence under date of October 10th. v«ry 
generally predicted that, tf the bank state merit to be 
made public on Tuesday, the Uth, should show a de- 
crease in loans, the indignation of the community would 
result in general suspension of specie pfiyments by the 
banJx within twenty-four liours after publicat:on of 
such a statement. These letters were shown to us, 
but we did not attach much importance to them and 
made no allusion to their predictions. It seems that 
the New York bank officers, hearing of these predic- 
tions, which were current in that city, met at the 
clearing house in the afternoon of Monday, the 13th 
of October, and passed the following resolutions, 
which were in effect a bold, arrogant, and insulting 
defiance of public opinion and in flagrant disregard 
of public suffering and public wrongs:

Aud whereas. The exchanges with every part of the 
country are iu favor of New York, creatine a current of 
specie toward it for the payment of debts and the nitihssn 
of goods, 

Aud whereas. We are in the semi-ruonthlv receipt of 
large accessions of gold from California, sent here for the 
payment of debt*. 

And whereas. The United States Treasury is rapidly dis- 
bursing coin in the public expenditure, and for the redemp- 
tion of the public debt. 

And whereas, in this state of things, even- natural and 
healthy tendency is to accumulate specie in the banks, and 
to enable them to diffuse it throughout the country, as the 
basis of credits, by which the abundant crops Providence 
has given, more bountiitilly than ever, ruav be brought to 
market, confidence may revive, the circulation of com- 
modities be resumed, the internal exchanges restored, the 
wheels of industry he set in motion, and employment once 
more be given to labor. 

And whereas. In the judgment of this meeting, thereex- 
ists at the present time no obstacle whatever to the accom- 
plishment of objects so desirable, unless it be in an un- 
founded and unnecessary alarm which keeps specie from

George W. Curtis, a writer of some 
point and more prettines9, delivered a Fourth- 
of-July oration on Patriotism last summer.

Orn TnorBLEt and the Remedies. — Whoever 
supposes that an early remedy can be had from the 
existing state of things, in the face of legislative 
restiictions upon the banks of the most stringent 
character, without partial relief from thore disabili- 
ties, will be mist'iken. The remedy to be adminis- 
tered—which is, expansion for a limited time of the 
volume of the currency from its present low limit — 
cannot be expected without exemption from penal- 
ties and protection from irritating and damaging 
litigation. The justice and the necessity of a 
Moderate expansion are evident, to enable thousands, 
who incurred debts before the recent violent con- 
tseeticn. to escape from Irretrievable ruin. A vast 
aaount of money, perhaps over a hundred millions 
of that which tended to swell the price of products, 
lias bee: 1 , completely and suddenly annihilated, pro- 
lucing ;in effect in the depreciation of property, of 
a ruinous character. Debtors who might have paid 
dollar for dollar of their debts had the structure of 
sredit been preserved, will be compelled to pay two 
ar three dollars for one, if relief cannot be afforded. 
The present class of debtors constitute mosc of the 
active anil enterprising spirits of the age — men who 
Save been concerned in vast improvements highly 
useful iu the prosecution of business — and it i» ex- 
pedient and right to save them, if possible, from 
■upending bankruptcy and ruin. All our habits of 
>«w -ine-s have l>ecoine so interwoven with the bank- 
ing policy of the country that it is through this sys- 
tem only* that present relief can l>e obtained. If the 
banks shtll be annihilated under the action of our 
present stringent laws, the number of individuals 
who in*y l*s benefited (if any can be benefited by 
it ) is so- small in proportion to those who will be 
.lamaped. not to sav ruined, that no Legislature can 
Le expected to refuse relief; and yet some of the 
papers of y esterday insist upon a strict performance 
at oentracts by the banks, although the policy would 
and in their certain destruction, and in their fall the 
destruction of a multitude of jieople. 

The policy of meeting in specie the engagements 
of a period of expansion has been tried and failed, 
inasmuch as specie has been expelled from the coun- 
Sry as the fruit of expansion. The wisdom of the 
provision of the Constitution of the United States, 
that no State shall make anything but gold or silver 
a tender for debts, we have never doubted, and do 
P"' now as jail; but a storm, never surpassed in mag- 
ail ade, u sweeping over the land, and it is the part 
of wisdom and justice to do all that the Constitution 
allows, to save from the wreck the thousands that 
are iu p*ril. Neither that clause nor similar clauses 
an our State Constitution prevent what the banks 
sua the merchants suppose to be necessary for their 
relief — that is to say, that severe and unusual pro- 
ceeding'! intended for insolvent banks, insolvent 
through fraud, shall not be applied to solvent insti- 
tutions which have yielded to the present pressure. 
Fe»r ourselves, we are willing in such a juncture to 
let the ^reat i>ody of banks and merchants decide 
dte question what relief is required. With great 
unanimity they have decided the question, and sent 
delegations to the Governor, asking for an 
fcxtra nuMO of the Legislature. Our troubles are 
greatly enhanced by the fact that no considerable 
o^arat'io.is in commerce are prosecuted, that factories 
iro ; :d, that lalK>rer»jhave no woik, and, if the 
policy recommended by certain morning papers of 
eestercfey be followed, such will remain the state of 
tilings for a considerable period of time. There can 
ht no improvement in business during the pendency 
of tho«e legal proceedings against banks ana debtors, 
which are made the subject of approbation. If they 
are to be prosecuted and wound up, the community 
must make up their minds to a long period of idle- 
ness an d gloom. On the other hand, the policy of 
eraferate expansion will set the wheels of business 
n motion, and afford opportunity for liquidation on 
an immense scale. 

The restraining laws and other similar laws of 
jar State display great ingenuity and show unac- 
countable minuteness of detail in all the specifica- 
tions of what may be required of banks, to prevent 
any promises or transactions that look to perform- 
uace in any other medium than gold and silver, 
payable on demand. The w isdom of the system as 
a general rule, and in ordinary times, we do not 
IwiU. The peculiar circumstances of the country 
jail for a remedy for the disease, which iu a heal- 
Jhy state of affairs would be impolitic. We hope 
the nation will be saved from the spectacle of ano- 
ther buakrupt act, with its demoralizing and dis- 
graceful tendencies.

Adjoining was the extensive p aim and oil store of 
Messrs. Lewis i Page, No. 113 South Water street, 
successor to Alcxanuer White. Their loos of steci 
reaches $70,000. ujwm which there is an insurance 
of nearly $50,000. The building was ow ned by 
Dr. D. S. Smith. 

On the eastern border of the burned district was 
the wholesale grocer's store of .Messrs. Clark «Sc Da- 
ter, late Warner, Clark, & Dater, No. 107 South 
Water street. Tkeir stock, valued at $40,000. was 
totally destroyed. Insured for $30,01)0. 

The next store, No. 105, South Water street, un- 
occupied and in the possession of Messrs. Egdeston 
& Rockwell, was crushed by the falling of the ad- 
joining wall. 

The store next east, No. 103, occupied by Honore 
& Co., druggists, was slightly damaged by water. 

The immense dry goods store of J. B. Shay took 
tire in the upper part of the building, the llames 
crossing the alley in the rear of the buildings on 
Water street and entering the upper windows. In 
a few moments the fire had worked its way down to 
the basement, and the whole six stories were in a 
blaze. Mr. Shav had a stock of goods valued at 
$130,000; insured" for $45,000. Blake & Webster, 
dealers in millinery goods, < ccupied the floor above 
Shay. Their loss is about $10,000. The building 
was owned by Edward Wright. It was valued at 
$25,000; insured for $20,000. 

The goods of Messrs. J. A. Smith & Co., No. 118 
Lake street, were seriously injured by removal. 

D. B. Cook & Co.'s beautiful bookstore next fell 
a sacrifice to the flames. One hundred and thiity 
thousand dollars in books and stationery went up in 
bursts of flame, comprising their entire wholesale 
department, and upon which, we learn, there is an 
insurance of $70,000. The account books and pa- 
pers were saved, as also a considerable portion of 
the retail stock, though in a sadly damaged condi- 
tion. Many of our readers who have admired the 
exquisite painting in the window of the store and 
valued at $2,500 will l>e gratilied to learn that it was 
saved. The City Directory also, which was just 
ready for publication, was rescued. 

A portion of the second story was occupied by 
Aslier, Hecht, & Co., for millinery goods, mjst of 
which were removed. No insurance. 

Nathaniel Gould, who occupied the third stoiy, 
he-: seven pianos; and tw-o church organ? pur up 
last week and owned by Mr. Erben, of New York, 
were also destroved. Mr. Gould was foriuunte in 
having taken his notes and other paiers of value t u i 
his residence on Saturday evening. Lou two thou- ! 
sand dollars and no insurance. 

R. G. Green had stored seven or eight pianos and 
the same number of melodeons in Mr. Gould's 
roam. Two of the latter only a ere saved. L >ss 
two thousand dollars; no insurance. 

Mr. Cady's Musical Institute BmUM were in thu 
rear of Mr. Gould's wareroom. His loss is t'.vo 
hundred dollars; uninsured. 

William Stacy, Jr., & Co., bookbinders, occupied 
the fifth story, over D. B. Cook & Co.'s. It is al- 
most unnecessary to add that everything STM de- 
stroyed. Loss two thousand dollars and without in- 
surance. 

The building was owned bjr Walter Wright and 
valued at $33,000. Insured for $20,000. 

After the burning of D. B. Cook's store, the east 
wall fell w ith a terrific crash upon the roof of the 
four-storv brick building occupied by Barnum Bros , 
dealers in toys and fancy goods. The stor* was 
completely cut through from rewf to cellar, and 
almt st in an instant was eir. eloped in llame^. Their 
loss is estimated at $15,"ou. We cannot learn 
whether they were insured or not. 

The store next east of Barnum's variety store was 
occupied by Tappen & Brother, wholesale and retail 
dealers in clothing, and the. upper story by C. H. 
Gaubert & Co., wholesale dealers in watches, jew- 
elry, silver and plated ware. The west wall is con- 
siderably broken, and Messrs. Tappen's goods are 
damaged to some extent by smoke and water. Al- 
though impossible at the hour of writing to estimate 
the loss, yet its amount is probably covered by in- 
surance. 

The loss of C. II. Gaubert & Co., bv removal of 
stock, reaches $1,000, and uninsured. The building 
belonged to Messrs. High & Magie. 

Thus closes our necessarily imperfect account of 
the losses of pioperty, reaching in the aggregate 
more than $700,000. 

We wish we might pause here; that it were noth- 
ing but buildings in ashes and goods destroyed of 
which we had to tell. For these losses may" tie re- 
paired, but those now to be name are irremediable. 

Never has our city been visited by a lire involv- 
ing so fearful a loss of hum-in life, and injury.

Pertons Killed and Missing. — But the saddest is 
the last: Up to this hour, one o'clock, five lifeless 
bodies have l>een extricated from the ruins, but 
some of them so shockingly disfigured as to defy 
recognition. 

Among the dead whose bodies have been recover- 
ed, is John B. Dickey, Foreman of the Liberty 
Hose No. 6. 

Peter Kirw in, of the Hiawatha Saloon, wa3 burn- 
ed to death in his sleeping room. Another person, 
name not kaown, who shared the room with him, 
is | upposed to be lost. 

The body of Mr. Barnum, the younger brother of 
the proprietors of the Variety store, has been identi- 
fied; also that of Mr. Clarke, of the firm of MeU ft 
Clarke, hardware merchants, on State street. 

Several persons are missing, and the most painful 
apprehensions are entertained that they have fallen 
a sacrifice to this terrible calamity. Among them 
is John High, Esq., of the firm of Magie £ High, 
one of our best known and wealthiest citizens. 
Search has been made for him but without avail, and 
we are compelled to the conclusion that he has met 
a terrible fate. Dudley White, a clerk in the store 
of Snow & Co., is also missing^

As Ixkant DaunP ME its Mother — A Stn- 
tpilur Ctm — What Beeamn of It. — One of the most 
remarkable instances cf a mother deseiting her in- 
fant child that we havr> heard of came to light in 
this city, yesterday. The facts are these: 

Some two years since, a woman was left a widow 
in the towi; of Bristol, with one child to provide for. 
She has had no permanent home since her husband's 
death, and has lived by turn* in Hartford, New Brit- 
ain, Bristol, and New York* On Monday night she 
came up from N-.wYork on the express* train, and 
got oft' atthe Berlin station, where she took an om- 
nibus for New Britain. Soon after she left the cars 
the conductor noticed in her seat a small package 
which he concluded belonged to some of the passen- 
gers, and took no further notice of it until he passed 
the seat ayain when nearing Springfield. Ho then 
concluded it was a package that had been left by a 
passenger who had got off at semie one of the way 
stations. Judge of his astonishment when, on stoop- 
ing to pick it up, he discovered that it was nothing 
less than a femaie child about three weeks old, care- 
fully wrapped up iu a shnwl, or baby-blanket. He 
sought in vain for its mother on the cars, and on ar- 
riving ar. Springfield had it properly taken care of 
and nourished by a good woman of that city. 

Remembering that he first noticed the package in 
the teat occupied by the lady w ho got off at Berlin, 
he at once telegraphed the facts to the vice president 
of the Hartford and New H iven road, Mr. Burrall, 
who resides at Bridgeport. Mr. B. came up imme- 
diately and got off at Berlin, and learning of the 
omnibus man wheie he left the voman w horn he car- 
ried from Berlin to New Britain the night previous, 
he proceeded at once to New Britain. 

He ascertained on his arrival that the woman had 
left her first stopping place; but after diligent search, 
assisted by constable King, he found her in another 
part of the town at her sister's. It was previously 
MTHuyd that constable King should manage the 
matter with the woman, to whom he addressed a 
friendly salutation, and added, "I want you to go 
w ith me and take care of your child that you left on 
the cars last night." To which the astonished wo- 
man responded, "How did you kuow that I had a 
child?" "No matter how I knew it," said King, 
"you come along with me and get it." Conscience 
stricken and believing that her trick was discovered, 
the woman admitted the truth, and came to Hart- 
ford yesterday to receive her child, which was 
brought down from Springfield on the noon train 
and left at the depot. 

Here the case presented a new phase. The wo- 
men iu the depot who were waiting for the cars all 
wanted to see the child and know all about the cir- 
cumstances of the case; and one of them, a married 
lady from Glastenbury, and who had no children, 
proposed to take the child and rear it as her own. 
This was agreed to by the mother, when a second 
lady interposed, saying she "would give all the 
world for it if she w-as only nearer home, but her 
home was in Illinois." Still she longed for the child, 
and, after consultation with one or two other ladies 
w ho were traveling with her, she concluded to take 
it. And, with the consent of the mother, which was 
quickly obtained, for the cars were coming, she 
■eiaed the child and started for Pontiac, Jefferson 
county.

St. Louis, Oct. 21. 

The Senate organized yesterday by electing 
Benjamin F. Hesser secretary. Governor Jack- 
son's message, in referring to the deterioration 
of State credit and the check given to the 
railway system by the monetary crisis, recom- 
mends the I^egi lature to take decisive measures to 
secure beyond all question the honor and credit of 
the State* and devise such amendments to the rail- 
way system as will enable the companies to secure 
the work done and ultimately to complete the roads, 
and place such additional guards upon the hanking 
system as w ill confine it within its legitimate limits 
and tend to expel depreciated paper from the State. 
In order to accomplish this, the Governor advises 
that no more State bonds be issued; that a tax be 
levied to cover the whole amount of the interest on 
the bonds of the State; that the State have a repre- 
sentation in the different lioards in proportion to the

We have known Col. Casev for a number of 
vears as one of the earliest settlers upon the farming 
lands along the Tuolumne river. He is known and 
esteemed by a large circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances, as a gentleman worthy of all confidence; and 
we trust that the unfortunate affair in which he has 
become involved may not terminate fatallv. I he 
duel is undoubtedly one of the most desperate upon 
record, and we only regret the necessity that com- 
pelled a resort to such hazardous means' of adju-tintr 
a personal difficulty.

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION— Ho. 8. 
To till the earth was man's first duty and the ol>- 
ject of his earthly destiny. After enumerating the 
generations of the heavens and the earth, the Mo- 
saic historj- says, '-and there was not a man to till 
the ground." And God created man, and planted 
a garden eastward in Eden, and placed the man in it 
"10 dress it and to keep it." And when by diaobe- 
dience man lietrayed his trust, and proved himself 
unworthy of tlie dignified position in whicli he had 
been placed, God "sent him forth from the garden 
iu Eden to till the ground from whence he was 
taken," and for his sake cursed the ground, that it 
might not spontaneously bring forth a supply for his 
wants, and thus perpetuate this degradation of the 
race; but in the nvcessity created by the curse upon 
the earth for the iierformance of the duty was em- 
braced man's highest enjoyments and the means of 
rescuing himself and his posterity from the ruin in 
which he had involved them by working out their 
own salvation or destiny. Thrown upon his own 
resources for subduing the earth and bringing all 
the gifts of his Creator in subjection to his will, ne- 
cessity became the stimulus to invention, and the 
subsequent historv of the race shows that every ad- 
vance in civilization has been accomplished bv the 
accumulations of knowledge which constituted the 
extent of education in each successive generation, 
and that where the nearest approach has been made 
to the full development of tne moral, intellectual, 
and industrial capabilities of the human mind, there 
has mankind made the greatest progress in reline- 
nient, virtue, wealth, and happiness. The ignorant 
and uneducated have ever been, and must of neces- 
sity forever be, degraded and vicious. The savage, 
surrounded with the same bounteous gifts of nature 
and endowed with the same capacity for moral, in- 
tellectual, and industrial improvement as the civili- 
zed man, remains the same ignorant, helpless, and 
degraded being that he was when the Western con- 
tinent was discovered, and such be must ever be 
without the fostering aid aud enlightening influen- 
ces of moral, intellectual, and industrial culture. 

Estimating the difference between the condition 
of the savage and the ignorant and uneducated in 
civilized life, how near they approach in character? 
Take from the ignorant uneducated man in civilized 
life the restraints of law and of an enlightened pub- 
lic opinion, and how soon would he degenerate into 
the same habits, disposition, and condition of the 
savage! Without moral principle to guide and con- 
trol his actions, intelligence to comprehend and ap- 
propriate the gifts and forces of nature, or industri- 
al skill to project and execute work for improving 
his condition and advancing his happiness, both are 
equally the slave of appetite and passion, and the 
difference in their character will depend upon Lhe 
difference in the circumstances that surround them. 

The fact that a child is born of civilized parents 
is no guarantee that it will be a civilized man. Let 
that child be reared by savages, and it will be as 
completely savage in habits and disposition as 
though it had beer, born of that race. Ignorance 
teaches the same lessons, always routine, because 
instinctive, instead of rational and moral. Men ire 
what they are by education. If that education de- 
velops the moral, intellectual, and industrial capa- 
bilities of the mind to the highest degree of attain- 
ment, then will tlie individual or the people reach 
the highest decree of civilization and perfection of 
character. All education short of this will mark 
the different degrees between savage and civilized 
life, proportioned to the extent to which it approxi- 
mates this standard. 

In civilized society, owing to difference in educa- 
tion, all the degrees between these two extremes of 
human life are to be seen. That all may enjoy the 
blessings of civilization all must be educated; and, 
to make that enjoyment complete, thevmust be ed- 
ucated morally, intellectually, and industrially. 

But in the present state of society all have not the 
opportunity of acquiring such an education; indeed 
but very few can enjoy such privileges. The com- 
mon schools of our State afford opportunity to manv 
for acquiring a partial education; but, with all the 
school advantages we possess, there are in the State 
of Kentucky considerably over a hundred thousand 
children who do not enjoy the benefits of any school. 
Of this number, the parents of over tliirtv thousand 
pay no tax; four thousand of these belong to Louis- 
ville, twenty-five hundred of whom maybe enumer- 
ated as paupers. 

In this undeveloped intellectual 



remains unemployed; individual and associate en- 
terprise is paralvzed; and the productive pursuits of 
Uth city and State languish from the want of 
practical knowledge and handicraft skill to carrv 
them out. Wc court and solicit foreign skill ac- 
quired by industrial education elsewhere, to meet 
the necessity which prevs upon the core of our sickly 
J prosperity, while we have more than a hundred 
thousand neglected children between the ages of six 
and sixteen at our doors, of unsurpassed natural 
endowments, w ho are growing up to a state of semi- 
civilization, at d are mentally perishing from the 
want of that industrial education, the fruiu of which 
we so anxiously seek to gather from a foreign soil. 
Is there either good policy or humanity in seeking to 
oMain foreign icdus rial •aM whih we have such an 
army of children at home, ••{' kindred citizens who 
furnish the raw material ready to ha converted into 
the mental machinery that * ill d;ive on all the 
M'heels of industry with renewed energv and multi- 
plied powers of production. 

The continental States of Europe, to protect 
themselves from the oppressive manufacturing mo- 
nopoly of Enuland, who has made herself the work- 
shop of the world, have established schools of in- 
dustrial education, by which they have been ena- 
bled to come into successful competition and main- 
tain their domestic manufactures. In these, France 
and Germany have taken the lead, and are enjoving 
the rich rewards of so wise a policy. Would tv t 
both Lauisi'ille and Kentucky profit by adopting the pol- 
icy? 

Prussia has adopted as a maxim of political econ- 
omy, that "every child must be educated.'-' If a 
properly educated man is of MOT* value to the 
State than an uneducated ignorant one, in the pro- 
portion of that difference is" the wealth of the State 
augmented by the education of every child. To 
accomplish this wise and philanthropic aim, the 
government of Prussia has established a general 
system of free schools, and enforced the compulsory 
attendance of every child of a certain age. And 
most successfully has she accomplished her aim. 

No common school system can accomplish the 
work of universal education without the aid of cum- 
pulsory attendance. In monarchical governments 
compulsory attendance at school mav be enforced 
without the violation of any right. But in democrat- 
ic governments where the people are the sovereigns, 
it cannot be enforced without infringing upon paren- 
tal rights. No stronger proof could be given of the 
incapacity of a free people for self-governmrnt, than 
their inability to make voluntary provisions for the 
education of their child ren, or their unwillingness 
to do it. A svstem of universal compulsory educa- 
tion is certainly much more beneficial, and "will pro- 
duce much happier results, than the fractional, dis- 
jointed, precarious plan relied upon in Kentucky for 
the education of all the children of the State. A 
general system of compulsory education mav make a 
yre/it nation of people, but it must be volu'ntarv to 
make a nation of great people. S.

DECISIONS OF THE COURT OF APPEALS. 
Reported for the Louisville Journal bu Gen. John M. 

* Harlan, Attorney at Lave, b'raukj'ort, Ky. 
Harlan's heirs vs. Seaton's heirs, from Ureeuup Circuit 
Court 

ThL* wa? a suit by the heirs of Joshua Harlan, deceased, 
to recover upwards of twenty thousand acres of land, upon 
which had Ml made mnnv valu- ble improvement* 

The land ia contest «ru patented to Thomas Keith in 
September. K-7. 

The appellants claimed, as heir* at law of Joshua Har- 
an, uuder a deed to their ancestor, purporting to have 
been executed by tin paten:ee for a valuable consideration 
iu the city of Philadelphia iu t>ctober, MM, Tkfadeai 
was uot recorded in this State until October, ML 

The appellees claimed it by virtue of a purchase by their 
ance.-tor from the heirs at law of the patentee, Thomas 
Keith, after his death, and deeds of conveyance executed 
by them in pursuance of the purchase prior to the time of 
the recording of the deed under which the appellants 
claimed. They also relied upon two junior pateuts which 
issued to their ancestor aud which cover pait of the laud 
iu controversy, and deuy that Thomas Keith, the patentee, 
executed the deed under which the appellants claimed the 
land. 

( );i the part of appellees, it was contended— 
1 That if the deed relied upon by appellants be genuine, 
still, as it was uot recorded until upwards of forty vears af- 
ter its execution, and the laud having, in the meautime, 
been sold and conveyed hy the heirs at law of the grantor 
to a purchaser for a valuable consideration without n. iiee. 
it ought not to be permitted to prevail against the deeds 
made by th-; heir*, tuey being at the time it was made the 
ostensible owners of the land. 

2. The junior patents, for so much of the land in con- 
test as they embrace, protect the appellees. 

3. The appellants were non-residentsaud never li*ted the 
land iu controversy for taxation; that the failure to <io this 
caused its forfeiture to the Commonwealth, and that there- 
fore appelluiils cannot maintain their action for it. 

1 The deed from Keith to Joshua Haiian is not genuine. 

Judge Simpson delivered the opinion of the Court. 

Held— As to the first point. If this ijues'ion were one of 
first impression, aud had not heretofore been decided, the 
court would bestror.glv inclined to give the *tatute a liber- 
al construction, and make it apply as well to pure hai-ers 
from the heirs of the grantor of an unrecorded deed, as to 
purchasers from the erautor himself. The mischief is the 
«ame in both ca-es. The heirs at law are as much the ap- 
parent owners ot the laud as the grantor was iu Li- lite, 
time; aud the protection of innocent purchasers beiug the 
evident object of the statute, it would ccem to be just and 
reasonable, and not only consistent with, but promotive of 
the legislative intention, to give it such a construction as 
would make it os>erate as a remedy tor the whole evil, 
which it was intended to guard against. Hut in the case of 
Kalb vs. Graham, 4 Men. 12u, and in the case of Hancock 
ML II verly's heirs, li H. Mon. Ml, it was decided that the 
protection afforded by the statute against an unrecorded 
deed ouly extends to purcha-ers from the t.-rantor himself, 
aud not to purchasers from bis heirs or devisees, who de- 
rived no title from him inasmuch as it had passed to his 
grantee before hi* death, although the deed had never 
been recorded. The principle having been acted upon, 
aud the decision of other cases, which have not been report- 
ed, having been governed by it, it has become a rule of 
proj>crty by which the rights of parties have been regulat- 
ed, and should not be departed from or overturned except 
for the most weighty and important rea.-ous. It is better 
that the law should remain permanent, so far as judicial 
an ii ib fa concerned, although settled originally upon doubt- 
ful principle-, than ihat it should bo subject to constant 
fluctuation, according to the views and opinions which 
■fajM be entertained by the court, as established, at the 
time the same ijuestion might at some subsequent time 
nri-i . Regarding the question, therefore, as settled bv pre- 
vious decisions, the deeds executed by the heirs of the pa- 
tentee cannot be relied upon by appellees to defeat a re- 
covery by Uiose who claim under the unrecorded deed. 

2. As to the second point. The defence uuder the junior 
patents is unavailing. The appellee's psatetaioa had not 
continued 20 years before thisactiou was commenced, and, 
as some of the appellants .abored under the disability ot 
infancy, when their right accrued by descent, which occur- 
red before the possession liad been continued 7 years, and 
st i;l labored under tliat disability at the commencement of 
the action, the seven years' limitation did not affect their 
rights, and their disability fctved the rights of the other ap- 
pellants from the operatiotl-of the statute. 

3. As to the third point. The appellets do uot allege that 
the forfeiture relied upon had been ascertained bv iBMMtt 
of office; and it was decided in tho case of liarbor vs Nel- 
son, (1 Lift, til) that the failure on the part ol a non-resi- 
dent to list his lands for taxation, although a cause of for- 
feiture, did not ipso facto divest him of the litis thereto, 
but that an inquest of office was necessary for that puri>ose. 
The act of 1*25 (2 Stat. Law, 107S0 does not affect this case, 
because the land iu contest had been forfeited forfaiting to 
list it for taxation pre\ious to that time, aud, as the act was 
by its express terms limited in its operation to cases of for- 
feiture occurring after its passage, it did not afford appel- 
lees any protection or furnish them with an available de- 
fence. Nor does the act of l«8Son the same subjec t (i sue 
Law, 103 ) protect appellees. 

4. As to the fourth point. Appellants have satisfactorily 
proven the execution of the deed of 1794 from the patentee 
to their ancestor. Joshua Harbin. The deed bears upon its 
face unmUtakeable evidence of its genuineness. 

Judgment reversed. 
Commercial Bank of Kentucky vs. Benedict &c., from 
Jefferson County Court. 

In October, 1854, Kenyon, an attorney at Jacinto, Mis 
siesippi, collected tor Emory Low & Co. orty dollars, and 
remitted to them at Louisville, by mail, the left-hand 
halves of two notes of the denomination of $30 each, on 
the Commercial Bank of Kentucky, at Paducah, retain- 
ing the two remaining halves to be remitted afterwards 
Receiving no acknowledgment from Low A Co. of the re- 
ceipt of the letter and its enclosure, he wrote again to in- 
quire into the matter, and was soon afterwards informed 
by bis correspondent that the halves of the two notes had 
not been received. He thereupon advised the bank by 
letter of their loss. The president of the bank replied, of- 
fering to redeem tlie two halve* still iu possession of Key- 
non, by paying $10 for each half, but declining to redeem 
or pay anything for those which had been lost. Kenyon 
afterwards remitted the other two halves of the notes to 
the appellees, by whom they were in due time received. 

Appellees. Benedict & Kennedy, as survivors of th late 
firm of Emory Low it Co., Instituted this suit in the Jeffer- 
son (Jouuty Court, against the Commercial Bank, to re- 
cover the amouut of the two bank notes thus in part de- 
stroyed or lost, and obtained judgment for forty dollars 
and costs. From this judgment the bank appealed. 

On the ran of the bank it was insisted that the judgment 
should be reversed, for the reason that the written evi- 
dence of its obligation has been changed, not by casualty, 
but volantarily. by the appellees or their agint, and that 
they have no right to recover upon the notes ?o altered. 
Judge Ouvall delivered the opinion ol the Court. 
Held — No question similar to this has ever been present- 
ed to this court. In other States, however, and in Eng- 
land , the liability of banks for notes or bills which have 
been lost or which have been impaired by design, where 
such design is not to injure the maker or to cancel the 
debt, has been established in cases almost without number. 
Iu tlie case of Martin vs. The Bank of the United s, rites, 
4 Wash. Cir. Ct., Rep. 358-5, the nature and extent of their 
liability in such cases arc very lucidly stat.-d by Mr. Justice 
Washington. He lavs down the principle that a bank note 
is the evidence of a debt due by the maker to the holder of 
it. and nothing more. 

"It is also the highest species of evidence of such debt, 
and in fact the only proper evidence, if it be in the power 
of the note to produce it. But if it be lost or destroyed the 
owner does not thereby lose his debt, but the
